Agility cf Hares and Rabbits. 
Interesting 
f i g u r e s on the re’alive 
agility of litres and rabbits are given 
In a volume by J. G. Millais. “When 
running at ease,” lie says, “the leu-,tit 
of the hare s stride is about four feet, 
but under < m illion 
of lear its leaps 
extend to ten and twelve feet, while 
some authors claim that it can jump 
fen ditches twenty to twenty-five foot 
in width. Perpendicularly a hare can 
Jump on to it five foot wall, but seems 
to fie nonplused by one about six feet. 
The stride of the rabbit is about two 
foot. 
When necessary it can make 
leaps of six or seven feet horizontally. 
About three feet Is the highest that a 
rub!»lt can attain to even when helped 
by the a s p e r i t i e s of a stone wall.”

Millais tells how rabbits sw im -w hen 
compelled to: “They swim with the 
head held as high as possible, while 
the hocks of the hind legs appear 
above the ct uncut tit eaeh stroke. The 
shoulders nnd front part of the body 
are buried beneath the water, while 
the rump anti tail are high and dry.

Uncountered in 120 MileTrip 


From Coast to San Jose 


A n c o n , C a n a l Z o n e , Mar. IO, 1907. 
We have now been bore about ten 
days and will leave during the corning 
week. 
We have devoted all our time to 
a rather exhaustive study of tho canal 
and conditions, and our stay lins been 
made very pleasant by 
every possi­ 
ble courtesy on the part of tho officials. 
For instance, this morning tho govern­ 
ment wagon is at our disposal for a trip 
to Old Panama. 
This afternoon’we plan 
a tour through the Ii ii In from Panam a 
to La Boca. 
In a short letter it is im- 
possible to give you even a vague idea 
of tho vnstnoss of the enterprise. Build­ 
ing a canal through a tropical j anglo is 
no child’s play and the world has no 
criterion to measure it by. 
As a m atter 
of fact tho French did an immense pile j 
of work here. They solved all the great ; 
enginoring problems and what we 
are i 
doing is to dig the canal. T he greatest 
engineering difficulty was the control of ! 
the two great rivers, the Ohagres arid 
the Rio Grand. These, in the wet sea- : 
son nre raging torrents and would if not 
diverted break a canal to smithereens. 
But reservoirs, and dams and diversion 
canals have solved all this for us and we 
are ti ruling the work tedious and hard 
but no longer difficult. 
Health conditions have been com 
pletely changed. There is no longer 
even a fear of yellow fever 
The work 
of sanitation has been simply marvel­ 
ous. 
The sanitary arrangements, the 
s c o r in g of Colon 
and Panam a, the 
building of waterworks for the zone, the 
building of roads into the interior, the 
construction of new houses and q uar­ 
ters for twenty thousand men, all on a 
modern ‘’sane” plan, is but one phase of 
the great work. 
Vast cold 
storage 
plants, electric light plants, etc., etc., 
have been erected. 
In fact there is no 
praise too great for the work th a t has 
already been done. 
—o— 
This is Thursday, March 21, and we 
are nearing South Pass, the entrance to 
tho Mississippi, on the good ship Appa- 
mottox, which has brought us up from 
Port Limon, Costa Rica. 
I believe that if I should sum up the 
whole trip I would bo compelled to- say 
that Costa Rica was its most interest­ 
ing feature. 
This, of course, is aside 
from thecanal asan engineering wonder. 
W hen we got to Bort Limon we were 
taken in hand by the officials of the 
United F ruit Co., given splendid q u a r­ 
ters in an American Lodge, or hotel, and 
then taken through the l>anana fields. 
Stretching from Port Limon inland the 
company owns or controls fully forty 
miles 
of banana plantations and the 
sight is really bewildering. 
It is an 
endless stretch of great palms. 
Here 
and there is a cocoa, or a “k akaua” as 
they pronounce it, orchard. 
I ara bring­ 
ing home some cocoa fruit. 
On the following day we were taken 
through the experimental farm, and 
later up to San Jose, a seven hours’ 
journey from the coast. 
San Jose is 
reached by rail and the road has been 
built through jungles and up mountains, 
along mountain streams, and take it al­ 
together is the most picturesque region 
I have |ever been fortunate enough to 
wander into. 
All the seasons strike one 
on this stretch of 120 miles. 
From the 
tropics to overcoat weather in seven 
hours. 
And higher up on these hills are 
thousands of grazing cattle, vast coffee 
plantations or haciendas, the sweetest 
and juciest pineapples th at ever grow to 
tem pt the appetite, and always, even in 
the coldest part of the country, bananas 
and a couple of smoking volcanoes. 
San Jose is one of the prettiest towns 
in Central America. We visited th© cof­ 
fee Patios, tho million dollar theatro, 
the great cathedral, saw the army,—IOO 
man or less—parade, went o u t to the 
Savannahs where the richer families 
have th eir country homes, and took in 
tho great market. Everything is grown 
hero, from nuts to cabbage, from to­ 
bacco to coffee. 
And tho m arket is 
really the show place of tho country. 
The vast array of products th at these 
varied climates can foetor are all here 
fresh from the fields and the factory. 
Really it was a revelation. 
Then add to this, on our return went 
on an alligator hunt, at which we missed 
hitting an alligator an broad as the side 
of a barn and you have a good idea of 
what we did in Costa Rica. 
Incidental­ 
ly I learned enough Spanish to push 
along. 
Our hotel, the Imperial, at San Jose, 
was a Parisian affair—and really P ari­ 
sian. 
We never ate such steak and 
fruit and vegetable. 
It certainly is not 
a “canned” or a “cold storage” land. 
I 
have been a bit seasick on the way back, 
but now that we are nearing land I am 
feeling better. 
I expect to have my old 
time appetite back when I land in New 
Orleans some time tonight orearly in 
the morning.
